In the paper, “The Induction of Pulmonary Emphysema with Human Leukocyte Elastase,” by 
Robert M. Senior et. al. (Am Rev Respir Dis, 1977, 116, 469), the legend to figure 1 on page 470 
should read, “The relationship between solubilized ligament elastin and the absorbance of the 
supernatant (see text). The relationship was the same whether PE or HLE was used to digest the 
elastin. The solutions were diluted to an absorbance between 0.5 and 1.0 for spectrophotometric 
analysis. One unit of elastase solubilized one mg of elastin in 20 min.” | 


In the note, “Lung Elasticity in Juvenile-Onset Diabetes Mellitus,” by G. Schernthaner et. al. (Am 
Rev Respir Dis, 1977, 116, 544), the phrases ‘“*(Siregnost FT 91, Siemens/Erlangen)”’ and “‘Cspec = 
CFRC, in liters” on page 544 are incorrect. They should read 91, Siemens/ Erlangen)” 
and “Cspec = C/FRC, in liters,” respectively. |
